Hobart Williams Made 
Gifts While He Lived. 


With the death last night of Hobart 
Williams, aged resident of the little 
town of Cheshire, Conn., the last chap- 
ter in the unusual life of one of Amerli- 
ca’s “most unusual” philanthropists 
was completed. 
Throughout-ehis life—he was born in 
Chicago in 1837—a man of retiring 
habits and unassuming personality, 
Hobart Williams lived without ostenta- 
tion or mark of wealth. Yet by his 
death last night almost a half score 
of Illinois institutions came into full 
possession of nearly $4,000,000. 

Made Many Gifts in 1916. 
The bulk of them were made in 1916. 
In May of that year the then 70 year 
old bachelor journeyed from Cheshire, 
where he lived with a sister-in-law, to 
Chicago. 
Without public’ announcement or 
even the issuance of an explanatory 
statement he established a trust fund 
of about $2,000,000 for the benefit of 
ten Illinois institutions, gave the Wil- 
liams building, on the southeast corner 
of Wabash avenue and Monroe street 
and valued at an equal amount, to the 
University of Chicago, deeded a build- 
ing worth $100,000 to the Y. M. C. A., 
and presented to St. Luke’s hospital 
property valued at $250,000. 

Wanted to Give While Living. 
When newspaper reporters from all 
parts of the country visited Cheshire 
and inquired why he did it, his laconic 


was:

Mr. William was the son of Ely B. 
Williams, recorder of deeds for Chi- 
cago and also receiver for the United 
States government land offices here. 
He has no near relatives living. 
During his life the university was 
to pay him an annuity of $60,000, al- 
though the income from the Williams 
building is much more than that

BERLIN, Nov. 3-—While the Sinn 
Fein, led by *Eamon de Valera, was. 
engaged in a peace conference with 
Prime Minister Lloyd George of Great 
Britain and on the eve of President 
Harding’s disarmament conference; a 
group of radical Irish leaders made a 
deal with the same German naval and 
military officers who engineered arms 
running during the great war and at- 
tempted ,to land Sir Roger Casement 
on Irieh soil. The radical Irish lead- 
ers arranged for a great shipment of 
German arms and ammunition with 
which to start another rebellion. 

A ship which flew the Dutch flag 
‘was engaged. It successfully landed a 
large cargo of munitions in Tralee bay 
a few days ago. 

Germany Warned British. 

These facts, which I learned today, 
bear out both Prime Minister Lloyd 
George's warnings of a second Ger- 
man-Irish compact and confirm the 
secret advices which the German gov- 
ernment sent to the British govern- 
ment recently, warning of this adven- 
ture and absolving official German 
of any blame. 

Although the greatest secrecy 
clothed the deal, I am able to state 
that the plot was hatched months ago. 
The Irish participants are not the 
Irish republic envoys, who are in 
Berlin, nor are théy among those who 
have been Irish leaders for many years. 
The Irish participants compose a 
special commission representing a 
radical faction of Irish, who do not 
want any compromise peace, such as 
now seems assured for Ireland.

The plan of 
settlement calls for enlarging the 
power and democratizing the coundll 
of Ireland so as to make it a real Irish 
parliament. Under the present act the 
members are partly elected and partly 
nominated by the crown and six Ulster 
counties have equal representation 
with all the rest of Ireland. 


Abandons Independence Claim. 


The Sinn Fein insists and the prime 
minister agrees that the council should 
be democratically elected and the rep- 
resentation should be based on popu- 
lation. The British, however, are 
pledged’ not to take from Ulster with- 
out its consent any of the privileges 
granted under the act and the next 
step therefore is to gain Ulster’s con- 
sent to give up its unfair advantage in 
the council. 

In return for this concession the 

Sinn Fein is willing to abandon its 
claim for the independence of*Ireland 
and to grant Ulster the widest measure 
ef autonomy in the Irish state. If Ul- 
ster refuses, the prime minister is said 
to have declared that he would resign 
rather than to undertake the task 
either of coercing Ulster, except in case 
it violated its repeated pledges, or of 
coercing the rest of Ireland after Ul- 
ster had blocked the success of a fair 
arrangement. 
- Jf’ Sir James Craig agrees to the 
settlement, the premier almost cer- 
‘tainly will sail for Washington in a 
week or two, leaving the conference to 
work out the details, which will be a 
task of months.

LIVERPOOL, Nov. 3.—Referring to 
Lord Derby's recently expressed hope 
that the United States might join an 
alliance with Great Britain and 
France, Ambassador Harvey, speaking 
at the Liverpool chamber of com- 
merce dinner tonight, said he felt im- 
pelled to say frankly that Lord Derby’s 
hope must be regarded 
possibility. 

Since he has been in England, the 
ambassador said, it éeems to have 
fallen to his unhappy lot to dispel 
illusions respecting the foreign policy 
of the United States. George Wash- 
ington fixed the foreign policy of the/ 
United States when, as the nation’s 
first President, he clearly and _ un- 
equivocally adjured his fellow country- 
men never, under any circumstances, 
to enter into a permanent alliance with 
any other power. ‘ 

Ambassador Harveygsaid that the 
policy had been reaffirmed by nearly 
all of Washington’s successors, and 
“was reiterated with great positive 
ness in the latest campaign by our 
present, President, and was confirmed 
by a majority of the people so great as 
to be beyond comparison.” 

“Am I doing more than stating a 
wholly obvious fact when I pronounce 
the entrance of the United States into 
any permanent alliance, however desir- 
able that action may be, to be an utter 
impossibility,” he added. ‘‘ May it not 
be therefore the part of wisdom to 
avoid discussion, or even suggestion, 
of a proposal which, however prais- 
worthy it may be, could hardly serve 
any purpose other than to feed the 
enemies and distress the friends of 
both Great Britain and France who 
live in America.”

BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
Washington, D, C., Nov. 3.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—The Smoot sales tax was re 
jected by the senate tonight by a vote 
of 25 to 43. 
The vote came on an amendment to 
the revenue bill providing for a 1 per 
cent tax on sales by manufacturers 
and producers, which would have pro 
duced. enough revenue to make possi- 
ble the repeal of all the miscellaneous 
taxes but without permitting any ma- 
terial changes in the individual income 
and corporation taxes as already ap- 
proved by the senate. 

Only Republicans voted for the pre 
posal, while the Democrats solidly lined 
up against it. Seventeen Republicans 
voted with twenty-six Democrats tn 
the negative. The twenty-five Repub- 
licans recorded in the affirmative rep- 
resent a majority of the senators of 
that narty who were present. 

May Pass Next @ongress. 

A significant feature of the debate 
was the assertion by several Republic- 
ans opposing the sales tax that they 
might support it in the next session as 
a means of raising funds for the pay- 
ment of a soldiers’ bonus if other avail» 
able sources of revenue are. exhausted. 


Smoot offered his alternative amend- 
ment providing for a general turnover 
tax of one-half of 1 per cent. Action 
on this amendment was deferred until 
tomorrow. Its rejection is expected by 
about the same vote as that on the 
manufacturers and producers’ tax. 
The turnover tax would produce about 
}$400,000,.000 in revenue, as against 
$253,000,000 from the other. 


Misunderstood by Many. 

Senator McCormick of Illinois, ima 
speech against the gales tax, declared 
that he has’ received telegrams &nd let- 
ters favoring the sales tax which indi- 
cate to him that their senders were tn- 
der a misapprehension as to the effect 
of the present proposal. 

“It is important that it should be 
made clear that the Smoot amendment 
would bring in only $253,000,000 and. 
that the senator from Utah himself 
contemplates no reduction in surtaxes 
on incomes by reason of this amend- 
ment,” said Senator McCormick. _“ The 
great majority of telegrams received by 
senators in support of the proposition 
have been sent, I am sure, in the belief 
that it would make possible a markeaé 
reduction in surtaxes. Many persons 
have supposed that the amendment 
would raise $1,000,000,000,” | 


Smoot Against Lenroot. 

The chief speakers in the all day de 
bate were Senator Smoot and Senator 
Lenroot, also Republican, the latter 
leading the opposition. 

Senator Smoot denounced house lead- 
ers for attempting to influence the sen- 
ate against the sales tax. “It comes in 
bad grace from any member of the 
house of representatives to give notice 
that the senate cannot pass legislation 
in any form it sees fit,” said Senator 
Smoot. “Every day a sales tax has 
grown more popular in the United 
States, not in any one section but from 
east to west and north to south. Ip 
my opinion at least three-fourths of the 
people are in favor of it. baad 

“I want to assure every senator that 
I have studied this question from every 
possible point of view. There is no 
provision in this bill that cannot be ad- 
ministered and that will not provide 
relief to all consumers. 

“] have no more question but that 
the sales tax will become part of the 
revenue lawe of the country ultimately 
than that I live.” 

Differ as to Revenue. 

In explaining his plan under which 
corporations which have made small 
profits.in the past would be subject 
only to a 10 per cent flat tax instead 
of the 15 per cent tax Senator Smoot 
said this was designed to take care of 
/169,000 corporations that did not pay 
excess profits taxes before the war. 

Senator Smoot said that the complete 
revenue bill with his amendments 
would raise $3,421,343,000 for the fiscal 
year 1923. The revenue for the current 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1922, ‘he 
said, would be $4,330,593,000. These 
sums, he said, would be sufficient to 
take care of estimated expenditures. 

_ Senator Simmons of North Carolina 
insisted that there would not be suffl- 
cient revenue under the Smoot amend- 
ment.

Program Is Taking 
Definite Shape. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—The policies and 
program of the American delegation to 
the armament conference are begin- 
ning to take definite outline.

TOKIO, Nov. 3.—After an impartial 
inquiry covering several months it 
seems possible clearly to state the 
secret motives and aims that animate 
the Japanese delegates at the Wash- 
ington conference on armaments and 


the Pacific. There are two basic points 
and the object of Japan's delegation is 
to reconcile them: 
1. Japan desires, sincerely and whole- 
heartedly, only the most cordial rela- 
tions with the United States, because 
the United States is its best customer, 
and should the United States reject 
its silks, porcelains, and tea, and at 
the same time refuse to sell it in ex- 
change raw cotton and iron and steel 
products its entire economic fabric 
would be seriously undermined. | 
2. Japan feels that it is, and should 
be by right rather than by might, 
mistress of the orient. It is willing 
that Great Britain shall’ be mistress 
of the Atlantic and Indian oceans and 
that the United States shall dominate 
the eastern Pacific, but the shores 
washed by the downward flow of the 
Japan current and guarded by its 
string of islands it regards as being 
not only its natural sphere, but its 


destiny. 

Willing to Concede. 
_ To attain and to maintain these two 
poirfts Japan is willing to make any 
reasonable concession. 

There is a divided house in Japan. 
The people are ground to the earth by 
taxation due to the cost of armaments. 
which now require more than 50 per 
eent of the annual budget, and under 
the present naval program, with costs 
rising overnight in an ever increasing 
Scale, the burden soon will become 
anore than they can carry. At this 
moment the militarists are in COntrol, 
as they have been ever since Japan 
became a world power, for they made 
jt such. From all that can be judged 
of the situation after a thorough can- 
vass, they are destined to retain con- 
trol for some years to come, but grow- 
ing weaker with each rise in the cost 
of upkeep until the people revolt. 


Play U. S. as Demon. 


The militarists continue to point to 
Japan's isolated position, to the great 
advances made by Japan by her three 
successful wars within a quarter of a 
century, and seek to retain their mas- 
tery by continually raising the buga- 
boo of an American conspiracy to drive 
Japan from the seas and from the con- 
tinent of Asia and the Pacific islands, 
which they regard as its natural and 
God-given sphere. 

In their position the militarists are 
backed by the great industries which 
profit by armament—huge concerns 
with centipedal ramifications like Mit- 
sui and Mitsubishi—and by a majority 
following among the Genro, or elder 
statesmen. Thus it is that while 
there are three parties in Japan the 
militarists control enough votes in the 
three parties to outweigh all opposi- 
tion whenever the test comes. 


Moving Toward Democracy. 


But more and more Japan is moving 
toward a democracy. The deity-like 
worship of the emperor is waning; the 
people are more outspoken in their 
criticism of the rule by the Genro. 
The militarists see in these two signs 
the warning that they can retain their 
supremacy only by another successful

A NEW PROBLEM IN 


INDUSTRY. 

‘The coal miners, and union men in general, prob- 
ably look upon the present strike protest against 
Federal Judge Anderson's injunction against the 
operators’ “check-off” of union dues as merely 
one more battle in their war against “ government 
by injunction.” It is more than that. It brings 
to a head a new development in industry. It 
crystallizes the question of whether it is proper for 
employers and employés to combine to fix arbi- 
trarily the price of their product. ‘ 

Judge Anderson said he believed a conspiracy in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust act had been 
shown—a conspiracy between union miners and 
operators in the central competitive field to “ milk ” 
the consumer. To break up such a conspiracy he 
enjoined the operators from checking off union 
dues ari assessments against the wages of the 
miners and paying this amount into the union 


This system of collecting union funds makes a 
strong union; the strong union forces raises in 
wages, shorter hours, and other developments 


-which are used to justify a higher price for coal. 


The operators concur in this method of raising 
prices by supporting the union through the “ check- 
off.” Both the operators and miners profit. Hence 
the conspiracy, and the consumer gets it in the 
customary place. 

This is what has been done with the Chicago 
traction system, and in numerous other traction 
systems throughout the country. It is what was 
done in the Chicago building industry prior toe the 
Landis awards, and to a lesser ext@t since the 
awards. In these cases employers and employés 
agreed upon higher wages and promptly passed 
the cost, or perhaps more, on to the consumer. 

In production of luxuries or nonessentials such 
methods would work themselves out. The public 


- would automatically close factories and cut off the 
incomes of owners and workers alike by refusing 


to buy when prices were thus made prohibitive. 
The arbitrary price fixing for necessities by agree- 
ment between employers and employés presents a 
more complicated problem. | 

If such price fixing by “conspiracy” ts proper, 
what will become of the consumer? If it is not,

WHERE DAYLIGHT CEASES 
TO BE A SAVING. 


Two aldermen have introduced an amendment 
to the present daylight saving ordinance seeking 
to reduce the period of daylight saving in Chicago 
by two months, making the period from May 1 to 
Oct. 1 Instead of from April 1 to Nov. 1, as at pres- 
ent. 

There is something to be said in favor of such 
an amendment. Daylight saving has been ap- 
proved by a popular referendum, but the specific 
period over which it should extend is stil] a mat- 
ter open to discussion. It is designed primarily to 
give the workingman and the office man a longer

_ May Avert Strike. 


While conditions were less reassur-. 
ing in other states, notably Indiana, 
predictions that Illinois coal mine 
workers will not join in any general 
strike as a protest against the proposal 
to abandon the check-off system under 
which union dues have been deducted 
from miners’ pay gained weight 
through yesterdity’s developments. And 
reports favorable to peace came from 
Ohio also. 

Action in Ulinois is regarded im- 
portant for the influence it-will have 
on the entire situation. 

“ Less than 3,000 miners of this state 
have quit work, and all of them acted 
without orders but with good intent,” 
said Walter Nesbit, secretary-treasurer 
of the Illinojs Miners’ union, last night. 
“They had not received the message 
of Frank Farrington, our state presi: 
dent, urging them to remain at work. 
‘They will all be back on the job tomor- 
row.” 

Check-off Not Essential. 

Freeman Thompson, president of the 
Springfield district, issued a statement 
supporting the declaration of President 
Farrington that there is no occasion 
for a strike. 

“Call the bluff of the operators and 
Judge Anderson (the Indianapolis judge 
who issued the injunction against the 
check-off system) and show them we 
can endure without the thing they 
have been holding as a club over our 
heads,” said Thompson. “We don’t 
need the check-off system. Miners are 
100 per cent true to their union and.

out any collection system.” 

Coal prices in Chicago already have 
refiected the influence of the strike 
threat. This, one large dealer said, is 
due to heavy buying by industrial con- 
cerns guarding against a shortage. 
Screenings that one week ago sold for 
$1 a ton brought as much as $2.50. 

It is estimated there are enough cars 
of coal on tracks here to keep up 
normal supply for at least three weeks. 

Dr. F. C. Honnold, secretary of the 
Illinois Coal Operators’ association, said 
there were unsold cars on track at vir- 
tually. every mine in the state. 

Indiana Operators Quit Check Off. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 3.—Indiana 
coal operators, meeting here tonight to 
consider the situation brought about by 
the injunction granted in the court of 
Judge A. B. Anderson at Indianapolis 
and the strike of miners which fol- 
bowed it, voted unanimously to sustain 
their attorneys who had pledged obedi- 
ence to the injunction and alse voted 
unanimously that they would not join 
the United Mine Workers of America 
in an appeal.

A BARN OWL’S DINNER. 

OR many years owls have been 
persecuted by man and hundreds 
of these birds are killed annually 
upon the assumption that they 


are injurious. But it is an unjust per- 
Recution, as the owl family is, as @ 
whole, beneficial because these birds 
feed on a great variety of rodents. 


One of the interesting members of 
this night prowling family is the barn 
owl. Thijs fellow is not very big, never 
exceeding twenty-one inches in length, 


because of a continuous and conspicu- 
ous ruff that has resulted in the nick- 
name “monkey face.” The n owl 
is extremely fond of church ‘towers, 
belfries, or old buildings for nesting or 
roosting, and they are so strictly noc- 
turnal that often several will be in a 
town and their presence unknown un- 
less the nesting place is discovered.

A Salad tof the Seqson. 


From now on certain types of head 
lettuce will be expensive and wasteful. 
The outer leaves will be rather heavy 
and coarse, and too often discarded. 
If we were accustomed to making 
soups of the minestra order, as we 
are not, always with any green leaf 
obtainable as a part of the vegetable 
collection, our first thought for these 
would be the soup! 

But from the collection so often 
carded, which may amount to a third 
or up to a half of the whole head, 
we may make a most excellent salad 
by cutting the leaves as we cut cab- 
bage for slaw, or what has been called 
chiffonade fashion. 

Wash these leaves thoroughly and 
dry them. With scissors cut off any 
defects, and cut out the stem if it 
is rusted a bit or too coarse. If 
we cook the lettuce we do not need 
to do this. Fold several leaves to- 
gether or roll up a leaf and, using 
a small hardwood board, cut it fine 
and then pull the little rfbbons apart. 

If we want to dress the salad at 
the table, the last second before it 
is served, we put this chiffonade into 
a garlic rubber bowl, and add to it 
any other bits we, choose. A small 
tomato chopped will make it attrac- 
tive. <A little scraped onion is rel- 
ished by many people. At this sea- 
son Jerusalem artichokes, peeled and 
cut in extremely thin slices. may be 
added to such a salad. 

To dress the salad, sprinkle a little 
salt lightly over it, measure out a 
tablespoon of oil for two large por- 
tions of salad, sprinkle over and toss 
thoroughly, shake a half teaspoon of 
paprika into a spoon, add vinegar up 
to two-thirds full, stir to dissolve pap- 


rika, sprinkle ovér salad, toss, and;
